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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment to claim 7 requires further consideration. 
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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Ginn does not disclose a 
conical exterior. However, a cone qualifies as a shape whose base is circle and whose sides taper to a point. As shown in Figure 2 of 
Ginn, member (20) clearly has a circular base. Although only one side of 20 is slanted, the two sides together taper to a point. Therefore, 
the distal end of 20 overlaps a cone portion. Furthermore, applicant also argues that when the maniuplator fork of Ginn is fully retracted, a 
conical profile of the exterior surface of the cone is not maintained, as shown in Sketch A of the Remarks filed 08/1/2008. However, the 
instant claims do not recite this limitation. As shown in sketch A, the manipulator fork is retracted and not able to pass through the exterior 
surface of the cone portion due to the size of the lumen in the cone portion. 
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
